army of schoolmasters to educate for lilnrtv the Fili- 
pinos, asked no war indemnity from their \ atnpiished 
enemv, hut paid him liberally for his property. Mean- 
while thev ottered land freelv to any farmer who would 
live upon and cultivate it, o|>ened to foreign immigrants 
OOaqMl terms the door of industrial opportunitv, shared 
with them political equality, and provided by universal 
taxation for universal education 

The cynic who can see in this history only a theme 
for his egotistical satire is no true American, whatever 
his parentage, whatever his birthplace He who looks 
with pride aOOfl this history which his fathers have 
written by their heroic deeds, who accepts with gratitude 
the inheritance which thev have bequeathed to him, and 
w ho highly resolves to preserve this inheritance unimpair-

It is car- 
ried from farm to farm hy running 
water, by dogs and birds and on tho 
shoes of man. Farmers and hog 
raisers can do a great deal to control 
and eradicate this disease on their 
own premises by tho observance of 
scrupulous cleanliness in the care 
of hogs and by the adoption of sim- 
ple sanitary measures, and by good 
hog-farm management.

In cultivating In on-bard* of any kind 
care must l«e exercised not lo cultivate 
deeply uear ihe tree*, l ate cultivation 
la not desirable arouud treea of any 
kind, a* It encourage* lale growth In 
Mead of permit flux the wood lo bard 
en »ufflcleutly before wh.ter weather 
aeta In.
